Lebanon leaders act 
to end Beirut crisis

BEIRUT. June 20 (Agencies) — The top 
leaders of Lebanon* s rival religious and polit- 
ical factions naet hice to .face Sunday for the 
•first time since the 1975-76 Ci^ 'War. 
brought together by the threatened IsraeH 
a^idt oh the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion's. nerve center in west Beriut. 

They were expected to deploy Lebanon’s 
• haticHial army throughout the city as a first 
step . to. assembling P^estinian commandos 
within their camps on the southern outskirts. 

The six factional leaders were convened by 
. President Elias Sarkis in his Israeli-ringed 
palace in suburban Baabda as the Israelis 
prolonged mdefinitely their ceasefire for the 
surrender of the encircled PLO leadership. 

Sources said the council members reached 
a preliminaiy agreement, prior to their for- 
mal . meeting, . that they would order , the 
hitherto inactive Lebanese, army to take con- 
trol of the urban areas of Beirut. 

The anny would move into* both east and 
west Beirut, the sources said thereby in 
effect removing the demarcation line known' 
as the^'Green Line” that has divided Beirut 
since the dvfl war.

Kingdom reiterates support 


TAIF. June 20 (SPA) — Infonnation 
Minister Dr. Muhammad Abdo Yamani 
Sunday reasserted the Kii^dom’s suppon for 
the Lebanese and Palestinian people in their 
confrontation with Israel. 

. Commenting on the Kingdom's warning to 
Israel not to storm Beirut, be said Saudi 
Arabia would continue to shoulder its 
responsibility and stressed that the Kingdom 
had moved at a suitable time to e.xpose the 
Zionist role and vicious conspirac>' against 
the Palestinian and Lebanese people.” 

He said King Fahd had personally followed 
in the past and is still following the develop- 
ments of the current situation because the 
conspiracy is greater than what others have 
thou^t of it. Yamani said “the conspirac>' is 
to liquidate the Palestinian people and* to 
undennine the Lebanese people's security 
and stability.” 

“Our stands are based on a policy that 
believes in solidarity and joint action within 


the framework of the Arab League.” Y amani 
said. He said the Arab nation was capable of 
unifying its ranks to stand “in the face of 
aggression on any part of its lands, despite 
temporary differences among the Arab 
states.” 

The information minister hailed King 
FahcTs donation of 29 million Saudi riyals for 
the relief of Lebanese and Palestinian victims 
of the IsraeH invasion. 

“In addition to intensive efforts and urgent 
diplomatic contacts undertaken by the King- 
dom to confront the Zionist aggression. Saudi 
Arabia has been supp'ying food and medical 
relief to the Palestinians and Lebanese peo- 
ple who have been made homeless.” Yamani 
said. 

He called on Arab states to contribute in 
relief aid to the' victims of the invasion and 
appealed to all peaoeloving nations to con- 
demn the “unjustified Israeli aggression on 
Lebanon.” 


British troops retake Thule island 


LONDON, June 20 (R> — British troops 
have moved into the remote South Atlantic 
island of Thule where Argentina had a sci- 
entific naval station, the Defense Ministry 
confirmed Sunday.- 

A brief ministry statement said: “At 1.30 
p.m. London time today tbe Argentines on 
Thule Island, pan of the South Sandwich 
Islands, surrendered to British forces. Full 
details are still awaited but initial reports 
suggest that no fighting took place.” 

A ministry spokesman was'unable to give 
any information about the size of the British 
force or its equipmem. The Argentine milii'- 
ary high command in Buenos Aires said 
Saturday that two British helicopters had 
machine-gunned the sdentific siationand 
landed troops. A mnhary spokesman said the 
10 scientists were presumed to be prisoners. 

The South Sandwich Islands are a 
dependency of the Falkland Island and Bri- 


tain has protested about the Argentine sta- 
tion there since its presence was first disco- 
vered in 1976. A British Foreign Office 
spokesman has said the British governmeni 
had made it plain in a statement on June 15 
that it intended to retake all territories taken 
in tbe ^utb Atlantic by Argentina, 

Argentina's ruling military junta, 
meanwhile, failed to agree on Saturday night 
on a president to succeed Gen, Leopoldo 
Galtieri, who was ousted following the 
Argentine surrender in the Falklands, The 
three-man junta was due to meet again. The 
independent news agency Noticias 
Argentinas quoted reliable sources as saying 
that the army and the air force each favored 
its own commander for the presidency. 

Political observers said the army's newly- 
appointed commander, Gen. Cristino 
Nicolaides, would not be a popular choice 
because of his lack of political experience. 


Genscher hints coalition in danger 


BONN. June 20 (AFP). — Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher, Liberal Party (FDP) chairman and 
West German foreign minister Sunday fuel- 
led rumors that the ruling Liberal-Social 
Democrat (SPD) coalition could soon col- 
lapse. in an attack on his Socialist partners. 

Commenting on an alliance between the 
Liberals and the opposition Cbrist Democrat 
Party for the regional elections on September 
in a IV program,.Genscher said it was“nece$- 
sary to guarantee work in this region.” 

He said the Social Democrat Liberal 
alliance in tbe region which was “fruitful for 
years, was getting gradually more bogged 
'.down by resolutions adopted by the SPD at 
conferences.” - Genscher was particularly 


referring to the SPD's economic progrmn 
which planned tax increases, encouraging 
public investment and a possible increase in 
the budget d^cit. 

The minister would not comment on 
whether the coalition government of Helmut 
Schmidt is about to split. But he underlined 
policy* differences when he said that “the 
budget must be fiuanciaUy healthy, and that is 
only possible if we have the courage to attack 
social spending.” 

The SPD. under pressure from its left- 
wing, has attempted to keep social expendi- 
ture at a maximum. Genscher concluded that 
he had to“do his duty” with the SPD on next 
year's budget.

The official agency, summarizing a speech 
given Sunday by Hussein, said: “President 
Saddam Hussein has announced that Iraqi 
units have started to withdraw from Iranian 
towns and territory to the international fron- 
tier.” 

The agency said the president added that 
“the withdrawal operations will end within a 
period of not more than 10 days from Sun- 
day." Hussein said Baghdad would continue 
to work with international groups which have 
been trying to mediate a peaceful settlement 
of the conflin beween Iraq and Iran, fhe 
agency reported. 

After the most recent and most decisive 
Iranian victory, the recapture of the port of 
Khorramshahr last month, the Iraqi leader- 
ship armounced that it was ready for an 
immediate ceasefire and was willing to with- 
draw all its forces from Iranian territories 
within two weeks. 


Iran, whose negotiating position has har- 
dened as its military forces have gained the 
upper hand on the battlefield, said the offer 
had come ux) late. Since then. Iraq has said its 
forces have been observing a unilateral cease- 
fire. shooting only if fired on. 

In his speech. Hussein said the decision to 
retreat "should bring .Arab states to assume 
their responsibilities in the face of the Iran- 
Iraq war which began 20 months ago. 

“The critical conditions the Arab nation is 
presently experiencing after the Zionist inva- 
sion of Lebanon and the attempts to liouidaie 
the Palestinian resistance forces us to be vig- 
ilant and prepare for all evantualities.''he said. 

Hussein added that the Iraqi retreat would 
also "contribute to (he development of posi- 
tive relations between Iranian forces and the 
forces of Iracf-” The retreat, the Iraqi presi- 
dent continued, will "give the forces of peace 
and friendship a new opportunity to support 
Iraq against aggression and expansionism.” 


U.S. role flayed 

Syria boosts Soviet ties 


DAMASCUS. June 20 (Agencies) — 
Syria Saturday upgraded a friendship and 
cooperation treaty with the Soviet Union to a 
strategic alliance “to develop and expand” 
relations with the Soviets, the official Syrian 
Arab News Agency reported. 

The agency said the Syrian government 
stepped up the treaty to a strategic alliance 
“to serve our cause” but it did not clarify 
what benefits Syria would derive from such a 
relationship. 

Syria, which had adhered to a ceasefire 
against occupying Israeli forces in South 
Lebanon, accused the United States of “con- 
tributing to the {planning and implementa- 
tion" of the Israeli invasion to oust the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization commandos. It 
said this was done so that the U.S. could 
“achieve its objectives and strategy." 

The agency said the Syrian leadership led 
by President Hafez Assad called on all the 
Arab masses to hit American institutions and 
interests wherever they are in the Arab u-orld 
because this action serves the Palestinian 
revolution.” 

Syria pledged to fight with all its strength to 
expel the invasion forces from explaining the 
de(Hsion to agree to a ceasefire with Israel a 
week ago. it said: “We did not go to Lebanon 
to fight Israel from Le'banon and we did not 
choose tbe time or the place of the war. The 
conditions for an Arab liberation war have 


not been fulfilled.” 

The 1 6-page statement said the invasion 
was planned and supported by Washington. 
“The U.S. was not content with supplying 
Israel with the most sophisticated w’eapons 
but also gave Israel military' and political 
cover...” It added. Appealing to Arab mas- 
ses. it said: “Fight American interests in your 
counmes' and struggle by every means against 
American institutions.” 

Syria would not oppose a peacekeeping 
force in Lebanon composed of U.S. and 
Soviet troops. Syrian Information Minister 
Ahmad Iskandar Ahmad said here Sunday.

“Our policy 
now is not to negotiate with Communist 
China and not to compromise with com- 
munism." declared Chu. 

Relations between Taiwan and Saudi 
Arabia have been close and joint projects 
in various fields have strengthened the lies 
between the two countries. 

The minister arrived Jeddah Thursday 
to offer condolences on the death of King 
Khalcd and met King Fahd at Taif Satur- 
day. 

Chu was happy to note the high stan- 
dard of cooperation in the medical field.

RIYADH. June 20 — Prince Talal ibn

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Saudi Fisheries 
gets two boats; 
fleet completed 

DAMMAM. June 20 (SPA) — The 
Saudi Fisheries Company took delivery 
Sunday of two vessels purchased recently 
from Australia at a cost of SR8 million. The 
two vessels represent the final addition m 
the company’s fleet which now comprises 
of 30 fishing boats of various sizes. 

Acrording to Dr. Nasser Al-Saleh. 
Saudi Fisheries director general. Sunday 
the last two vessels have a combined load- 
ing capacity of 372 tons. The 24-raeter 
long vessels also have a storing capacity of 
80 tons and a cooling strength of 20 tons, 
he said. 

11}ey are considered to be among the 
most modern fishing vessels in the world. 
Saleh said. Made of pure steel, the boats 
are equipped with some of the latest elec- 
tronic devices for discovering rich fish and 
' shrimp concentrations. He added that 
they ^o have sophisticated radars which 
determine the boat^ location in the sea. 

Last month, the company commis- 
sioned two fishing boats at Dammam's 
King Abdul Ariz Port. With a combined' 
capacity of 50 tons, the two vessels cost 
SR7 mfllion. Saleh said then that such 
boats help develop and preserve fish 
jesources in the region. J 


Saudi-French educational ties make headway

. JEDDAH. June 20 — Educational coop- 
eration between the Kingdom and France has 
gone a long way and stiD is developing, rang- 
ing from university level to language schools. 

Intensive contacts are underway between 
King Saud University (formerly Riyadh Uni- 
versity) and the French government to 
develop a computer-assisted translation sys- 
tem. according to Dr. Didier Ganichot. 
France s snentific and cultural adviser in 
Saudi Arabia. He told Arad News Sunday that 
an evaluation mission from KSU has already 
virited Paris and Grenoble at the beginning of 
June for this purpose, because France has 
made headway in the field. The system, based 
on computer translation from and into 
Arabic, found in Saudi Arabia an ideal part- 
ner. Dr. Ganichot pointed, however, that it is 
^ a matter of inter-govemmental coopiera- 
tion on a non-commercial basis. 

Last week, a financial protocol was signed 
between Dr. Abdullah Nassif. rector of King 
Abdul Aziz University in Jeddah, and M. 
Azzaro. rector of Nitfe Unfversity. for coop- 
eration between the lattef s Polytechnic Insti- 
tute and KAU’s Marine Science Institute 
here. Both sides will undertake a systematic 
study of the coastal milieu to determine what 
measures could be taken to protect the envi- 
ronment and to promote the establishment of 
fish farms in Saudi Arabia. 

They also will draw up a predse survey of

the coral species in the Red Sea. This activity, 
says Dr. Ganichot. will in no way conflict with 
the work of the British White Fish Authority. 
On the contraiy. it will complete it. 

Little is known yet about the Red Sea. as 
most of the advanced work already done was 
in Aqaba, in the framework of cooperation 
between Amman University and Nice Uni- 
versity. five to six years ago. Even the work of 
famous French marine scientist Jacques Yves 
Cousteau was farther down, in the st-^uthem 
quarter of the Red Sea. The KAU-NU coop- 
eration program will help raise the scientific 
capaciri' of the Saudi institute's researchers. 
Ganichot says. 

At the same time, three Saudi-French cen- 
ters in Riyadh. Jeddah and Dammam are 


developing and improving their methods 
satisfactorily as a result of genuine coopera- 
tion between the Saudi Education Ministrv' 
and the French government, says Ganichot. 
Night French courses arc dispensed to more 
than 600 trainees eager to icarn French in the 
three centers. 

Moreover, an accord was recently signed 
between the Ministry of Defense and Avia- 
tion (MODA) andt the French government 
to teach French, as of Sept. 1 this year in 
Saudi army officers. Three French professors 
will be lecturing to officers at the Military 
Language Institute. French language course's 
are already being given at the Royal Na\y 
Basein Jubail. And next year, the French will 
set up another language center for the 
Interior Ministry. 

French also is being taught now- at King 
Saud and King Abdul Aziz universities as a 
requirement to an students and as an option 
to students of other faculties. 

Ganichot says as a result of good co< opera- 
tion with the Education Ministiy here a;id the 
comprehension of the minister. Dr. \bdui 
Aziz Al-Khuwaiier. the status of t rench 
schools in Saudi Arabia has been leg.ilized. 
There are three French schools in Riyad. 
Jeddah and Alkhobar for the children of 
French-speaking expatriates. 

The schools are now member of the Inter- 
national schoi^ls of Saudi Arabia — the jurid- 
ical framework given by the ministiy to 
licensed foreign schools in the Kingdom.

Ten years after Watergate, Nixon regrets nothing

You still wouldn't buy a used car from Richard 
Nixon. The si.x o'clock shadow darkens the former 
president's fleshy rowls. and his once familiar rasp- 
ing vokY; slows to a staccato stutter when he is 
throw n an aw kward question: "Well, the - the - well 
• well. The - if - if - well. It • 1 - the - I've - I've 
covered it already." he finaily choked out when he 
was asked on breakfast television the other morning 
what had been his greatest mistake. 

Now bV. living in affluence in New Jersey and 
enjoying revived esteem. Nixon, is back in the news 
because Thursday marked the 1 0th anniversary of 
that bungled breuk-in at the Washington Watergate 
building'— the first tremor irnm an earthquake that 
was to send Nixon packing in disgrace, iail 24 of his 
aides, and leave fundamental changes In the Ameri- 
can political landscape. 

From that June morning when security guard 
Frank Wills — now embittered, unemployed and 
pLi-ssiWy the only Watergate personality not to 
bonelit from the scandal — discovered tampered 
locks and called the police, it took over two years to 
winkle Nixon from his office, while he sacrificed his 
closest colleagues with the energy of a balloonist 
jettisoning sandbags. 

As one might expect, he shows the repentance of 
Edith Piaf. regretting nothing c.xccpt presumably 
being rumbled. " Remember Lot's w ife.” he told his 
TV imeniewer. "never look back.” He had made 
an estimated S.'' million from books and TV', draws 
ssy.uon a year pension, has free offices and scc- 
reiurial help and is guarded by the secret service. 

But. if he regrets nothing, it is hard to believe that 
he learned much either. .A senior Senate staffer, 
who worked in the Carter W hile House, said: "The 


character flaws are still there. If he had to do it over 
again, he'd probably get into trouble again. There is 
still that arrogance and hubris in the man that 
caused him to get into tmuble in the first place." 

Which tsa widely-shared perception, but one that 
dot^s not prevent many •— including this former 
Carter aide — hankering today after the firm and 
often. sound leadership that Nixon offered the 
American people. 

The crude, vulgar ("I don't give a shit what hap- 
pens"). bullying. lying C'Your president is no 
crLHTk”). dk^al. p^bly racist, compulsive elec- 
m>nic snooper also achieved detente and arms con- 
trol with th«. Soviet Union, opened the diplomatic 
passage to Communist China, and prnposi^ valid 
domestic reforms. ^

infinitely Nixon's normal and personal superior — 
may eventually have little aside from the rather . 
dubious adventure of Reaganomics to show for his 
term in office. 

As a notorious of pnlirical atmipiioo. 

Watergate is unlikely to be equaled — the appen- 
dagc"-gate” israthcrridiculously tacked on to each 
and every tinpot lown-hall scandal in the English- 
speaking world. Toother with Vietnam it scarred 
the American p^'chc as one of those crucial 
moments of history that hastened the decline of 
American imperial power. 

But. surpri^ngly. most Washington analysts and 
politicians, while not discounting the symbolic 
importance of Watergate, do play down its practical 
CL^nsequences. 

Certainly it led directly to the election of Jimmy 
Carter, the bom-aga!o Christian: to the tightening 
of congressionaf oversight of presidential appoint- 
ments: to greater congressional control over the 
budget: to a pre^ that became so vigilant that it 


began to invent stories to expose: to an awareness 
that morally was at least prudent in public life, and 
that unprincipled leadership — of the sort practiced 
by Haldeman. Ehrlichman and the rest of the Nixon 
gang — did violence to the democratic system. 

Each of these reactions to Watergate has in its 
turn been reacted against. Pure ^ough Carter 
might have been, he was seen as ineffective: good 
people, so the argument goes, are being kept out of 
government by the extent of the scrutiny and finan- 
cial sacrifices they would face: crooks are still get- 
ting in: the budget process — despite Reagan's last 
gasp success in the House of Representatives — is in 
a mes&

Stephen Hess, who worked for both EisenhowcF^^ 
and Nixon and has writiea a book’on the presi- 
dency. said: ."It is easiest to think of Congress and 
the presidency* as on a seesaw, so that wten one i$ 
up the other is down. The presidency had been up 
for so long before Watergate — since RooseveJt's 
election in 1 933 — that a lot of people forgot there 
was a fulcniJTT and that the thing did move hack and 
forth. 

" Watet^te produced that shift of weight, but to 
think of it as a permanent condition would be 
wrong. Reagan shoived in his firA year that a presi- 
dent can get his way with Congress if be has a 
mandate from the people and is skilful at uang it." 

The former Carter man. now on Capitol Hill, who 
was at the White Honse at the nadir of its relations 
with Congress, said: "The Executive still has the 
upp>er hand in dealing with Congress. The unbridleif 
power that FDR wielded at the peak of his presi- 
dency has gone, and just as well. We are now where 
the founding fathers intended us to be with a strong 


prestdency. but not an overw'eening one." 

Revelations in the past few years about President ! 
Johi^Q. Kennedy — under whom the CIA plotted 
to spike Castro's drink so that his beard would fall 
out — and even Roosevelt, who is now known to 
have-bugged the Oval Office, have put Watergate 
into a less critical perspective. 

A former White House man said: "What seemed 
to be lacking at Watergate and for some time before- 
was any kind of moral commitment. Staffers were ■ 
engaged in crazy stums. If you'd gone to the man in 
the street and suggested these things, he would have 
had the sense and the morality to say. " It's mad. you j 
can't do that. YousbouldnTdoiL'andyou can't get^ 
away with it anyway.”

It has always been obvious that ihe U.S. will look 
the other way while Israel commits its atrocities 
w hether it be on unarmed Palestinians on the West 
Bank, the Iraqi nuclear reacuir or hundreds of 
Innocent Arabs in Lebanon. This does not even 
take into ac-count the a-fusal to act upon IsracFs 
illegal actions of setting up settlements on iKcupicd 
.Arab territories and its use of force and violence 
uuainst the .Arabs who refuse other than a military 
rule. 

It now seems that the ultimate atrocity is being 
committed bv Israel with the public sanction of the 


U.S. via the recent veto at the United Nations. The 
American government has given Israel crnlr 
bfanche to commit genodde of the PaJestiniaos. I 
will not go into my feelings about the irony of the 
Jew^ attempting to murder an entire aationalior nor 
my suspicions of the of the Arab world which, 
w ith the exception of a few days on the part of Syria, 
is doing tittle more than washing the massacre.

the government’s view, when a fonner MP. George 
Anyona — like Odinga also from western Kenya — 
publicly supponed the idea of a second political 
party, saying such a move was a constitutional right 
and necessary to avoid the country slipping into "a 
disastrous one-party system" prevalent in other 
parts of Africa.

The fundamental lessoh was 
highlighted by Dr. Austin Ranney of the American 
Enterprise Institution, a Washington-based think 
tank: "Nobody any longer buys Nixon's basic 
notion that since the president is the nucleus of the 
government with a popular mandate behind him. 
anything he does is aU right. That isdiscredited. The 
president must operate under the law and the con-, 
stitution like eveiyone else."

Baldness — causes, remedies X-rayed

Hair loss in no longer pcevalonl among 
middle age: younger men and uoniun Find 
themselves sufTcriig from this condition'and 
experts believe sirs is the major fuelor. Men 
and women in their 2Us and 30s in high- 
powered career-focused positions wiih 
rigidly defined goals are common victims 
found in medical clinics looking for solutions. 
Family stress caused h\ emotional upheavals 
will also add it> the problem. Physical or men- 
ial tension or severe trauma can cause a large 
number of hair follicles to go into u resting 
Stage. Normally, a scalp hair (which iasl.s 
between three and five years) w ill shed about 

two to four months after it enters itsdorniuiu 
period, and will be replaced by another in an 
ongoing process. If vircss is prolonged, no 
new hairs will sprout to replace the already 
“resicd” ones. Thinning occurs, cspoeiaKy in 
the front center of the scalp.or sometimes 
causes patchy baldness. 

.Acute, extreme stress can cause a tempor- 
ary problem of circular bald spots. Treat- 
ments range from sedatives or tranquilirers 
to calm, the nerves, rubbing phenol or 


minoxidil applied onto the scalp, or dilute 
cortisone injected directly into the scalp. 

Men and women who have difficuity 
icleasine anger or expressing emotion are at 
higher-ihan-usual nsk of hair loss. Such 
people are frequently depressed, thinking or 
brooding more than usual in response to 
problems rather than talking about their feel- 
ings openly. Massive distress such as the 
death of a spouse can also cause this problem. 

Some authorities suggest that stress pro- 
duces a rise in the body's adrenalin, usually 
only increased during extreme emergency 
situations. This upsets the hormone balance, 
which in turn could affect hair growth. Others 
believe that during acute anxiety the body- 
produces antibodies that attack the pigment 
cells in the cells in the scalp, leading to hair 
loss, When the stress subsides ibe hair usually 
grows back thinner and lighter than normal, 
returning (o its former color and texture after 
a period of months. 

A number of experts maintain that a 
person who loses hair for seemingly emo- 
tional reasons is a tendency within her/his 
own family. 

Other primary causes of hair loss include 


either a sluggish or hyperactive Thyroid, 
iion-deficiency anemia, hepatitis, infection 
accompanied by high fever, major surgery, 
aash dieting and large doses of vitamin A. 
Some women lose a great deal of hair after 
giving birth. Utbers react to high levels of 
cortisone, anti-hypertensive drugs, lithium, 
amphetamiea and certain cholesterol- 
lowering agents, hxposure to therapeutic 
doses of radiation can cause permanent 
destruction of hair follicles. 

Too much stress on hair ^ in the form of 
pulling, lugging, constricting bands or rollers, 
braiding or overvigorous combing and brush- 
ing — sometimes leads to temporary bald- 
ness. bxcessive bleaching, dyeing, hair 
straightening and relaxing are equally damag- 
ing. Fortunately most externally induced 
thinning or balding is temporary and revers- 
ible once the source of the problem is 
identified and eliminated. 

A jshronic. more serious condition known 
asfcmale/male pattern baldness Is character- 
i?ed by a horseshoe pattern of thinning on the 
crown of the head. This is an inherited 
tendency, occurring when the body produces 
too much androgen, the male hormone, and

Dear Mr. Z. Patients breathe pure oxygen while lying inside a 
pressurued chamber. The therapy works by increasing oxygen avail- 
able to all body cells thus aiding body function. 

Most illnesses have a lack of oxygen or poor circulation. At pres- 
ent. hyperbaric oxygen therapy is used in treating osteomyelitis, 
cartxin monoxide poisoning, the bends, gangrene and smoke inhala- 
tion. 

Other uses are such conditions as diabetes, multiple sclerosis, 
arthritis, strokes, eye disorders.

This 
hormonal imbalance causes the hair roots to 
loosen and finaUy fall out 

To treat this problem, some dermatologists 
prescribe topical proterns (applied to the 
scalp before bedtime and left on all night to 
stimulate growth) alongwith massage. Other 
doctors recommend topical and oral anti- 
androgen drugs. Potentially risky, these 
tieatmems are not widespread smong der- 
matologists. 

Hair and scalp transplants and scalp reduc- 
tions are promising surgical alternatives to 
thinning hair and bald spots. 

Hair transplants involve removing several 
small round plugs of skin from the affected 
area. Then similar plugs with hair follicles are 
taken from other, healthy parts of the 
patient's head and secured into the bald spot. 
However, the transplant itself should come 
from a good dense site. If the hair is tbioning 
in that area too, it won't be long before tbe 
transplanted plugs go bald. So this technique 
cannot be performed too late in tbe balding 
process. 

The procedure is done in a doctor's 
office under local anesthesia. About 20 to 
t(W plugs can be transplanted in one three- 
hour period: the whole process may take 
between two and six sessions, depending on 
how much has to be done. Some discomfort 
may resuk. such as local swelling ivithm one 
or two ttoys, but no serious risks are involved. 
Hair transplants are especially successful if 
the i^rson has light, curly hair. Cur’s cover 
more space than straight hair and light 
strands, unlike dark ones, do not contrast 
with the scalp, kxeellent results have been 
achieved with straight, dark hair as weD. 
Patients may resume their normal activities 
almost immediately, unless these involve 
strenuous physical exertion. Shampooing, 
vigorous combing and brushing should be 
avoided for several days in order not to dis- 
turb the newly-fitted plugs. 

Scalp transplants, also an office procedure, 
are more extensive versions of hair trans- 
pbnts (the plugs are larger). Scalp reduc- 
tions, done only if the bald spot is veiy tiny, 
involve surgically removing the bald spot. 

Two common procedures that authorities 
repeatedly warn against are weaving and hair 
implants. 

With weaving hair, your hair is used as an 
anchoring device for wig hair that is attached 
to yours. It is not peymanent. and more 
importantly, it encourages hair loss by plac- 
ing added pressure on the hairs that remain 
on your head. The implant technique surgi- 
cally attaches a hairpiece into the scalp with 
sutures and hooks. In other instances, synthe- 
tic fibers are implanted directly into the scalp. 

These procedures are considered highly 
•risky and are usually performed by people 
with little or no medical training. Infection 
and abscesses frequently develop, and in 
some cases, skin across the entire scalp has to 
be removed. In addition, the hair often 
'dodm'T hold anyway.

Shuttle astronauts to test 
16-year-old’s experiment

HOUSTON — One of the least expensive 
experiments on board the space shuttle Col - 
lamHa *s June flight is one worked, out by 
] 6-year-old Amy Kusske to determine the 
effect of zero gravity on the' production of 
lipoproteins in the body. 

A student at HiD Junior High School in 
Long Beach. Calif.. Miss Kusske was 1 4 when 
her teacher gave her ninth grade class an 
assignment to come up with an original exper- 
iment that could be performed on the shuttle. 

Miss Kusske's experiment made her one of 10 
winners of the fust shuttle student involvement 
project for secondaiy schools. Under the 
program’s guidelines, experiments could not 
require a great deal of cost or weight.or take 
much of the aim'onauts' time. 

Lipoproteins are essentially cholesterol 
scavengers that pick up and cany cholesterol 
to the human liver where it is eliminated from 
the body. Normally, exercise raises tbe level 
of lipoproteins in the body. 

"Basically, what Fm doing is testii^ 
whether the effects of exercise are the same in 
zero gravity as they are on earth." said| Miss 
Kusske at a recent nm^ briefing held at john- 
son Space Center (JSC) in Houston. "To do 
this, ril be taking bl<^ samples, pre-and 


post-flight from the astronauts and testing 
them for the lipoprotein levels.” 

Miss Kusske is specifically looking at levels 
of high density lipoproteins since they seem 
to be the most effective at locating choles- 
teroL The experiment is important, the high 
school j'unioT said, because without a raised 
level of high density lipoprotein there's an 
increased risk fectorof cholesterol deposits in 
tbe arter)'. The^ deposits, if they harden, 
may cause heart attacks or strokes. 

Diet and exercise are familiar topics in (he 
Kusske household. Miss Kusske’s mother. 
Maureen, is a dietician and her father. John, 
is chairman of the department of 
neurosurgeiy at the University of California 
Irvine Medical Center in Oranae.

"My mom went to the libra^ with me to 
get going on research." said Miss Kusske. "I 
didn't know a thing about lipopmteins. but I 
was wondering about how to test the effect of 
exercise in the body,” 

A treadmill has been installed aboard the 
shuttle and astronauts Ken Mattingly and 
Hery Hartsfield will record their in-flight and 
post-flight exercise, as well as their diet dur- 
ing the fl%ht. 

Miss Kusske will be at JSC a week before 
the June 27 launch to record much of the 
pre-flight information herself.

May seek postponement 

Spain to set conditions for Gibraltar talks 


MADRID. June 20 (Agencies) — The 
Spanish gctvurnment vl IU seek ihe pKisipi'ine-- 
mem of negotinrions with Britain on the 
future of Gibraltar, scheduled to open Friday 
in Portugal, unless London agrees to discuss 
eventual Spanish sovereignty over the rock, 
dipitimutic sources Jisclt'sed here Sunday. 

A British refusal to consider sovereignty, 
sources said, will also prevent the planned 
rc(>pening of the border between Spain and 
Gibraltar, closed since l^^69. Spanish dip- 
K>mats. however, fear that the dimate of 
opinion in Britain resulting hxim the Falk- 
lunds victi>ry can only encourage London 
re|ec! any ctmeessiorts on Gibraltar. 

On Friday. British Foreign Secretary Fran^ 
eis Pym and Spanish Ft^reign Minister Jose 
Petlni Perez-Llorca are lo meet in Sitra. Por- 
I ugnl. to begin negotiations over the future of 
what is Britain's lust colony in Eunipe. seized 
Imm Spain in 1704. 

Spttin closed their. border with the mck. 
during the regime of the late Francisco 
Franco in anger over a Gibraltar referendum 
in which the overwhelming majority voted to 
stay British. 

TTie Gibraltar negotiations were scheduled 


for April 20 but were put off for two months 
by mutual consent due to the Falklandscrias. 

Franco's • hope of punishing tfae 20.000 
inhabitants of the rock -> a mix of Maltese. 
Genoese. Indians. Jews and Spaniards has 
laigely backfired. Spanish workers have been 
rep>a»^. with Moroccans. pro-British senti- 
ment has grown and the Gibraltar economy 
has prospered. 

Average weekly earnings have risen by a 
factor of four since the gate was shut, faster 
than in Britain. Police distinctively 
uniformed like Britain's bobbies in helmets 
patrol streets dotted with red post boxes. The 
governor wears a tricom hat and Gibral- 
tarians put on very British flower shows, dog 
shows and clay pigeon shoots. 

Britain itself has also made several gestures 
of support to Gibraltar. Last summer. Prince 
Charlesand the Princess of Wales began their 
honeymoon cruise from' the rock, causing 
Spain's King Juan Carlos to cancel his atten- 
dance at their wedding. ' . 

The British Parliament also voted Gibral- 
tarians full citizenship rights last year, in con- 
trast to residents of other colonies such as the 
Falklands and Hong Kong. 

Meanwhile, the neighboring Spanish 


towns, which used to send a large part of their 
work ' force into Gibraltar, have suffered 
severe economic decline and high unemp- 
loyment. 

Juan Carmona, the Socialist mayor of La 
Lines de la Concepcion, the town just across 
the iron gates which keep tfae border sealed, 
said: “We are a firomieriowD and when they 
took the frontier away from us we were not 
left with much." 

.He said his*town. with 35 percent unemp- 
loyment. was eagerly awaiting foe border 
opening and would stage a “ friendship week" 
aimed at renewing ties between foe two popu- 
lations. Perez-Llorca said in parliament that 
foe closure had done no good and only 
increased hostility. 

But if Spanish officials have been slow to 
open tfae larder it is because they believe the 


threat of keeping it closed is their only insur- 
ance of serious negotiations over the rock. 
Gibraltarians may have developed a pros- 
perous economy but they live cut off from the 
world, their only way out being via Tangier 
across the straits by boat or plane. 

Until five years ago. they could not even 
telephone Spain and divided families would 
shout news across the gates, often bolding 
new of&pring aloft for relatives to see. 

- British offidals say they are willing to 
negotiate everyfoing. including sovereignty, 
but that the wishes of foe inhabitants are 
paramount. 

For Spaniards, a British colony jutting off 
their southern coast is a constant affront to 
natioDal honor and their claim to the nock is 
doe of the few issues upon which every 
Spaniard can agree, whatever his politics.

NEW DELHI. June 20 (AFP) — The 
newly elected leftist government in Mauricrus 
has invited Indiaa Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi to visit the Indian Ocean island 
nation and also declared its desire to streng- 
then ties with India, PTl news agency 
reported, quoting Mauritian government 
sources. 

Mrs. Gandhi is the first fore^ d^itaty to 
be invited by the new* government, the agency 
said in a dispatch from Port Louis, capital of 
Mauritius. The 65-year-old Indian premier 
had cabled her congratulations shortly after 
the landslide victory' was announced in last 

week's poll. 


It was not immediately known if Mrs. Gan- 
dhi would accept the invitation for an early 
visit in view of severe trips abroad already 
planned for the year, including a U.S. visit at 
the end of July. 

PTI said the new goverhment appears to 
count much on India's support in its planned 
push for the return of the Chagos 
Archipelago, which was orig^ally adminis- 
tered with Mauritius but retained \sy Britain 
when Mauritius was' granted independence. 

The archipelago includes the island of 
Diego Garcia, site of a giant United States 
miliiaiy base. 


Angola rejects Pretoria plea 


LISBON. June 30 (AP) — Angola flatly 
rejected South African demands that Cuban 
troops stationed in the Marxist-governed 
nation must be withdrawn as part of a step- 
by-slcp approach to . independence for 
Southwest Africa, or Namibia. 

In an editorial carried by the national news 
agency. Angop. Angola charged that Pre- 
toria's demands \> eru merely a delaying tactic 
aimed ai securing more time in Namibia. 
South Africa continues lo govern the former 
German colony in defiance of U.N. calls for 
South African withdrawal and independence. 


The Cuban forces, estimated by Western 
intelligence sources to number between 
IS.OOO and 20.000. “are in Angola at the 
request of the Angolan govemmenr to help 
defend the country's territorial integrity, con- 
stantly threatened and attacked by foe fascist 
South Africans, their mercenaries and pup- 
pets." Angop said. 

South African Prime Minister P.W. Botha 
has said Pretoria was willing to go ahead with 
U.N.-sponspred independence negotiations 
only with Angolan agreement to send the 
Cubans home.

LONDON. June 20 (R) — Six-month 
Eurodollar de^sit rates are likely to reach 
eight-month highs shortly of more than 17 
percent from current levels of around 16.S 
percent Eurodollar deposit dealers said. 

Demand from operators has already 
pushed the rate some 1 .5 percentage points 
higher since last Friday, they noted, and there 
appears little reason for sustained profit tak- 
ing. 

"1 can quite well see another one percent 
on these rates.” one U.K. dealer contacted by 
Reuters said. There's not much in the next 
few days or weeks to stop it.” 

Current demand stems from familiar fee- 
tors convincing investors dollar interest rates 
are rising. To begin with, there is the large 
U.S. government dificit and high low 
demand from struggling U.S. corporations, 
the dealers said. 

In addition. U.S. money supply is expected 
to expand greatly in July, and diere are grow- 
ing signs of U.S. economic recovery. 


Argentina may 


devalue currency 


BUENOS AIRES. June 20 (R) — There 
are widespread expectations in Argentine 
economic circles of a devaluation of the peso 
shortly from its current level of about 15.000 
pesos per dollar, private business sources 
said. 

Grains futures prices show dealers 
expect the peso to be devalued by next 
month. The peso most of government dollar 
denominated bonds is atout 30.000 pesos 
per dollar and the independent news agency 
Noticias Aigentinas has reported economic 
officials plan a major devaluation, the 
sources said. 


RANGOON. June 20 (Depdm^) — 
Burma confrziues to reap record rice har- 
vests in the wake of the govenuneiifs 
dfttemined attempt to modernize agricul- 
ture. 

This year, the couotiy is expected to har- 
vest 14.2 miUioD tons of rice, of which 
600,000 tons will be exported. Last year. 
Burma reaped 13.1 million tons compared 
with the 10.21 mOUon ton harvest in 1980. 

Since 1975. Burmese nee production has 
been on the rise due to the introduction of 
high-}^ding varieties, multiple cropping, 
the expansion of irrigation and better use of 
fertilizers and pesticides. 

Agriculture Minister U Ye Goung said 
that the use of high-yielding varieties, in 
particular, has bo^^ the country’s rice 
production. Modern varieties are now 
planted in 72 townships, up from 42 town- 
sb4» last year and 23 in 1 978. Per hectare 
production this year re^stered 600 kilos in 
these project areas which accounted for 62 
percent of the rice production last year. 

The increase is also due to a massive infu- 
sion of capital for the modernization of the 
country’s agriculture. This year. Burma 
I plans to invest a total of 871 .7 million kyats 
(S 1 24.52 million) to continue the moderni- 
zation process. This'^ure is roughly 10 
I percentofthe total investments of the coun- 
try. 

In the last four years. Burma has invested 
a total of $306.41 million to upgrade its 
agricultu.re. more chan two-thirds of which 
comes from international aid agencies like 
the United Nations Development Program 
and the Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion. 

An estimated 5.1 million hectares of land 
will be added to the 1 03 million hectares 
already planted to rice. As part of its mod- 
ernization process, the number of agricul- 
tural extension workers — called ^ the 
Burmese as village agricultural managers^ 


has been increased to 6.693 as of last year. 

What is interestiiig.is that despite most of 
its plans feQing short of ta^ets, rice produc- 
tion. has outstripped government goals. 
Land redamation, which targetted at 
10.117 hectares annually in- the last four 
ye^ stood only at 8,232 hectares. 

Only l.OS miUion hectares were sripted 
instep of the government jpian to irrigate 
1.2 mill ion hectares. An estimated 3.000 
wells were aipposed to.bave been dug last, 
year, but only 1 .081 were made. 

Though farm modernization continues, 
the rice production increases continue to be I 
the burden of the country s beariy rix mil- I 
lion water buffalos — the '^living tractor^ 
and not on modem tractors. -In fecL tiOage 
by tractors accounted for bnly.S.73 percent 
of the total cultivation. There, are 174 
large tractors and . 2,572 hand tractors in 
Burma. 

If anytiiing. the record .rice harvests 
enhance the commodhys role . as the 
economic mainstay of Burma. Most of its 
8.5 million small farmers (out of 35 million 
Burmese), with landholdings of less than 10 
acres, pl^t rice. Rke a^unts for 40 per- 
cent of an exports and 80 percent of . the 
average Burmese's c^ric intake. 

Official statistics show that 1978 was the 
watershed year in Burmese rice production, 
with output reaching . II mfflion tons. 
Before World War IL -rice production 
reached only a peak of 8.4 millioa tons har- 
vested from five miUjon hectares* of 
ric^eids. 

Immediately after Woild War n. Bur- 
mese rice production plunged to an all-time 
low of 53 million tons haivested from 3.9 
miilioo hectares of ricefield. Slow progress 
mariced the post-wm* era up to the early 
1 970s until mid-decade when' rice produc- 
tion exceeded pre-war levels. Today, rice 
production in Burma often exceeds targets 
set b>' the government. .

in gold prices 


JOHANNESBURG, June 20 (R)— South 
African Chamber of Mines president Lynne 
Van Den Bosch said he now does not expea 
the gold price to strengthen within the next 
six monti^ 

He told Reuters his forecast earlier this 
year of a gold price rise in the latter part of 
1982 was stretching out further than antici- 
pated. He said a number of South African 
gold mines are woodei^ how long they can 
continue pr^uction if gold prices remain 
around current levels. 

Van I^n Bosch said South African pro- 
ducers axe still being cushioned from the full 
impact of the gold price's fall by the rand’s 
continuing depreciation against the dollar. 

Some mines can increase, yiel^ to help 
them through periods of lower prices, but as 
long as the gold price remains below S400 a 
number will be in difficulties, he said.

EEC debates veto problem 


LUXEMBOURG. June 20 (R) — Britain 
and its nine European Economic Communi^ 
(EEC) partners began Sunday discussing a 
British cal] effectively aimed at guaranteeing 
that no member state can ever be overruied 
again on a major EEC decision. 

The call follows an ' unsuccessful British 
attempt to use its right of veto on farm prices 
last month to back up demands- for- big 
rebates on its community membership bill, 
which it said was too high. 

British Foreign Secretary Francis Pym will 
be pressing for a reaffirmation that member 
states have a right to veto decisions they do 
not like and a clear commitment to the prin-- 
eiplc of unanimity enshrined in the 'Luxem- 
bourg compromise’ of 1966. 

EEC foreign ministers, who will hold three 
days of talks, will also discuss IsraeFs invasion 
of Lebanon and diplomats said the ministers 
would consider sanctions against Israel if it 
continued to refuse to withdraw its forces. 

The ministers will also discuss develop- 
ments in the Falklands dispute between Bri- 
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Saudi Equipment 
^ AlhKfingCa 


tain and Argentina and negotiations on EEC 
entry for Spain and Portugal. 

Pym wfll brief his EEC colleagues on the 
Falklands dispute, including British requests 
for a formal ceasetire pact with Argentina 
which Britain regards as essential for an end 
to EEC trade sanctions against Buenos Aires. 

On Lebanon, the foreign ministers have 
already called on Israel to withdraw its troops 
immediately, saying they would- consider 
further action if necessary. Last week, the 
EEC delayed signature of a S40 mQlion 
tinancial aid pact with Israel and sent ques- 
tions asking for assurances that Lebanon's 
territorial rights wiD be respected. 

Diplomats in Luxembourg said these pre- 
liminaiy moves could be followed by tougher 
action if Israel persisted in hanflioe condi- 
tions for an eventual withdrawal. 

But EEC sources said the first day of the 
meeting would be devoted to imemal com- 
munity affairs and they predicted a complex 
debate on the pninciple of unanimity.

The report says there was a n A increase of 
1 9 million new jobs in the United States bet- 
ween 1 970 and 1 980. increasing employmem 
by 24 percent. In contrast, the ten countries 
of the European Economic Community 
(EEC), yet to bear the full brunt of the baby 
boom and lagging somewhat in the employ- 
ment of women, created only two million new 
jobs — a 2 percent gain over 1970. 

“On both sides of the Atlantic, however 
unemployment grew along with employ- 
ment." the report says. “In the OECD indus- 
trial countries as a whole the number of 
unemployed at the end of 1980 was 17.2 
miUioo. up from 1 0.2 million seven years ear- 
lier. It was expected to top 28 million in 
1982.” 

As the 198Csprogress the extraordinarily 
large number of people bom in the Industrie 
countries during the fifties and sixties win be 
assimilated into the labor force, the report 
says. Women’s labor force participation is 
still well below men’s, and it wiD probably 
continue to increase. Tlie retirement age may 
drift upward, as health and longivity improve. 

The report says, however, that it is fairly 
certain that the labor force in the rich indus- 
trial countries win grow much more slowly in 
the eighties than h did in the seventies. 

Higher productivity in the wake of the mic- 
roelectronic revolution is expected to reduce 
the demand for some jobs. A recent stuity of 
West German/s wholesale and retati trade 
sectors predicted that employment would 
drop by 10 percent by 1990, elimioating 
310.000 jobs. A report to the French gov- 
ernment concluded that as many as 180,000 
jobs in the French banking and insurance 
industries could become redundant by 1 990. 
That would amount to 30 percent of the 
industries current workforce .

BONN. June 20 (AFP) — West Germans, 
who had the biggest interest in the planned 
Eurt^Siberia pipeline have reacted bitterly to 
President Ronald Reagan’s move to extend 
to foreign license-holders his ban on the use 
of U.S. technology for the projecL 

Hie ban imposed Dec. 29 after the intro- 
duction of martial law in Poland originally 
a^ied only to equipment manufactured in 
the United States. It has been expanded to 
include equipment produced by subsidiaries 
of U.S. companies abroad or produced 
abroad by firms operating under a U.S. 
Ikcnse. 

Germans complain the ban has set the 
so-called “contract of the century" back by 
“at least 3 years^'. 

The 4.800 km. (3000 mile) pipeline costing 
some S 1 0 billion was to have supplied 40.000 
million cubic meters of natural gas to seven 
Western European states including West 
Germany. France and Italy, at the end of the 
decade. 

Egypt assured 
of American aid 

CAIRO. June 20 (R) — The U.S. govern- 
ment is prepared to take all necessary meas- 
ures to strengthen Egypt’s economy and to 
boost American investments here. U.S. 
Trade Representative William Brock said 
Sunday. 

Speaking ro reporters after a 45-minute 
meeting with President Hosni Mubarak. 
Brock said: “1 have expressed to Mubarak 
both President Reagan's feelings and his 
administration's readiness to strengthen 
Egypt’s economy and to increase U.S.

JEDDAH, June 20 — Sunday saw a rela- 
tively quiet day on the local money markets, 
but with the exchanges being' more active. 
Once again. deale,rs saw spot riyal/dollar 
rates reach levels of 3.4315-40 and 
3.4320-55 in some moderately active trad- 
ing. 

Both the OBUs — offshore banking units 
— and the local institutions covered some 
previously held short positions in anticipa- 
tion of a strong dollar opening on the Euro- 
pean markets. Monday. Commercial 
demand was surprisingly average to low 
Sunday despite the extremely favorable 
local exchange rates now prevailing against 
almost all other currencies. Dealers said 
that local importers were waiting to see how 
the dollar would open and if there would be 
any further gains in the coming week before 
^opening som^ letters of credit. 


The money markets were less active with 
rates remainfng stable to strong in most 
tenors,bui wiiii the volume of business 
going down over Saturday's level of activity. 
The short tenor riyal deposits continued to 
be well bid between 1 2 and 13*/^ percent 
from opening levels of 1 3 and i 3 Vs percent, 
but there was some slight firming in the 
longer periods. 

The one-year rate opened at 14-14 V2 
percent and dosed the session at 14 >/4-14 
V4 percent, while the onc-momh JIBOR 
rate averaged ai 13 A-4-14 V4 percent.! 

Jeddah dealers pointed out that riyal liquid- 
ity could still be found in the market and 
that “money was coming in" from several 
pash-rich institutions. All in all, bankers 
are happy that riyal rates have remained 
stable and not acted in a volatile mannei 
given the enormous gains made by the dol- 
lar over the past week. j 


Peking takes V turn on foreign trade 


PEKING. June 20 (R) — Communist 
China is beginning to strengthen central con- 
trol of its foreign trade system after a 
recently-introduced decentralization 
breught widespread chaos, according to fore- 
ign businessmen in Peking. 

Jack Perry, chairman of the British-based 
London Export Corporation, quoted a senior 
Chinese foreign trade ministry official as say- 
ing the department would soon announce a 
policy of central planning and mandatory 
import licences for all goods bought abroad. 

Perry said that as a result of the decentral- 
ization that has taken place in the last two or 
three years, prices had got out of control in 
many cases and some Chinese coipnrations 
were failing to honor contracts. 

Other Western businessmen also expre- 
ssed consternation recently at wild price fluc- 
tuations and supply shortages, problems 
which were virtu^y unknown previously 
when the China market was noted for its sta- 
bility. 

They said decentralization, while welcome 


in principle, had resulted in excessive com- 
petition between regions which the central 
government now' w'ished to curb as it felt it 
was losing control of China’s foreign trade. 

Under Chairman Mao Tsc-Tung. China 
had a highly centralized approach to trade, 
which made it difficult for foreign business- 
men to discuss their requirements directly 
with the Chinese enterprises concerned. 

Foreign Exchange Rates 
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Malaysia relents on tin pact issue 


KUALA LUMPUR. June 20 (AFP) — 
Malaysia, the world's largest tin producer, 
has agreed to participate in the Sixth Interna- 
tional Tin Agreement. Prime Minister 
Mahathir Muhammad announced Sunday. 

Mahathir said Malaysia, which had 
threatened to pull out of the ITA. also agreed 
to set up a producer^ association for the 
commodity. It was earlier reported that an 
announcement on the matter was to be made 
.Tuesday. 

Malaysia's participation in the agreement 
and the producers’ association win be carried 
out simultaneously’', he told newsmen after 
chairing the United Malays National Organ- 


ization supreme council meeting at the party 
headquarters here. 

Dr. Mahathir said Malaysia felt that the 
ITA on its own was not effective. Because of 
this, the government felt the need to have a 
back-up porition to ensure that the country's 
interest would not be neglected. 

He said he had outlined Malaysia's stand in 
a meeting Saturday with Indonesia's minister 
of mines and energy. Prof. Subroto. and Thai 
Industries Minister Tun Chatichai Choonha- 
van. Dr. Mahathir said that they supported 
Malaysia's participation in the agreement 
and also the setting up of the producers' 
association.

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QIJON. June 20 (AP) — Karl-Heini 
•Jummenigge scored a superb hai-triek as the 
West Germans eliminated Cliilc from the 
World Cup finals with a 4-1 Orj»up Two 
•natch at El Molinon stadium. 

West Germany rebi'»unded magnificently 
from an embarrassing 2 - 1 upset to Algeria on 
Wednesday. The victory moans the West 
Germans still have a chance of advancing to 
the second phase if ihev defeat Austria in 
their next match. 

Chile, who Inst to Austria, is now 
ntathematically out of the world's biggest 
soccer tournament regardless of how they 
fare in their next match against Algeria. 

Rummenigge. who sci'»red the only West 
German goal against Algeria, gave the cur- 
rent European champions the first goal of the 
tnatch in the ninth minute, when he drove 
home a 22-meter shot. 

The Eurt'ipean footballerof the year scored 
his second goal in the 57ih minute with a 
downward header, and completed the hac- 
trick 10 minutes later when he sliced through 
the Chilean defense to dri\e the ball deep 
into the net. Uwe Reinders came off the 
bench in the SOth minute, and struck the 
fourth West German goal Ovo minute.'; later. 

Gustavo Moscusr> scored the lone Chilean 
goal in the final minute, kicking the ball bet- 
ween Manny Kaitz's legs, then whacking it 
again for a goal. ~ 

Manager Jupp Derwall had not carried out 
the expected wholesale changes following the 
sensational defeat against Algeria and the 


European champions took to the field with 
exactly the same side. 

Burly Striker Horst Hrubesch missed a 
fifth minute chance and a minute later Wolf- 
gang Drcmmler shot just wide from a free- 
kick as the Germans set out to make amends

Belloumi. 23. is the current African foot- 
baller of the year.

Salvador restricts Belgium to just a goal 


tLC Hh. June 20 (R) — Belgium labored 
to a l-O win over lowly bl Salvador here 
Saturday night, failing to produce the form 
which sank champions Argentina in the open- 
ing match of the World Cup finals. 

The win put the Belgians at the top of 
Group Three. But they were anxious to grab 
a clutch of goals to boost their chances of 
finishing first in the group, and were frus- 
trated by a methodical bl Salvador side which 
showed no ill-effects from a 10-1 rout by 
Hungar>. 

Clearly concerned to avoid a similar 
experience, bl Salvador crowded players 
into the middle of the pitch and rarely 
ventured into the Belgian half. The tactics 
foiled the Belgian attack, dominant in the air 
but powerless to create chances. 

The Central Americans rarely pushed 
forwad, depending on striker Jorge Gonzalez 
to almost single-handedly challenge Belgian 
goalkeeper Jean Marie Pfaff. But even when 
The agile Gonzalez managed lo elude a series 
of defenders, he rarely sustained the drive all 
the way into the Belgian penally area without 
help from his teammates, who usually failed 
to come further forward than the center line. 

The 1 7th minute match-winner came from 
a seipiecc move when blond midfielder 
Ludo C'oeck. :k. Belgium's best player, 
thundered a 25-meter free-kick past Luis 
Guevara Mora in the El Salvador goal 

On every other occasion Mora, having put 
Tuesday's lU-goal nightmare behind him. 
was equal to the Belgian strikers. Belgian 
Manager Guy Thys brought on Francois Van 
Der Etsi at halftime and later veteran 
midfielder Witfried Van Moer but the 
changes failed to inject life into the strangely 
listless side. 

The closest Belgium came to increasing 
their lead was in (he 56th minute when Mora 
failed 10 hold a C'oeck drive and saw the ball 
trickle past his right-hand post. Later krwin 
Vanduiibergh, hero of the 1-0 win over 
Argentina, missed a golden chance from six 
meters. 

Referee Malcolm Moffail of Northern Ire- 
land booked El Salvador's Francisco Osorto 
a'nd Ramon Fagoaga. both for dangerous 
fouls. The result left Belgium alone al the top 
of Group Three with four points . Bui their 
failure 10 score more could be decisive if they 


wind up level on points with either Argentina 
or Hungary. 

Belgian manager Guy Thys said he was 
satisfied with the result but not with the 
performance of his players. But he had not 
expected Belgium to match Hungary’s goal 
spree. "I told rhe players to forget that. Vic- 
tory was more Important than goals. After 
Hungary's result there was never any chance 
of us topping the Group on goal difference." 

bl Salvador coach Pipo Rodriguez said: 
"We played defensively and we played bet- 
ter. I think we can improve more for our last 
game with Argentina." 


Rodriguez said the Belgians did not take 
risks or stretch themselves and appeared con- 
tent with a win. He added that he would use 
the same tactics against Argentina. " With the 
difference in quality between our teams we 
need to mark more tightly," be said.

Fnrtlieniiore, even if West 
makes the sensational lead of 
the king of diamonds, declarer 
can counter this stroke ^ if he 
sees all four hands — by win- 
ning the king with the ace, 
leading the jack of clubs and 
playing low fr«n dummy 
after West plays low. Nine 
cold tricks — if you can see 
around comers. 

But what actually happen- 
ed, you may ask? The fact is ' 
that West, Joe Silver of Mon- 
treal, led the king of diamonds 
and defeated the contract four 
tricks! He reasoned that if 
declarer had the A-Q of 
diamonds his king lead would 
do no harm, while if declarer 
had the ace without the queen 
the king lead might catch the 
singleton queen. 

It is true that South could 
have made the contract b>' 
guessing ndiich way to take 
the club finesse, as mention^ 
before.

According to Haig the 
Soviet activity included tests of an anti- 
satellite weapon, tw o inter-continental ballis- 
tic missile launches, a mobile SS-20 missile 
launch, a submarine launched ballistic missile 
test and two anti-missile interceptions. 

Haig said he did not raise the matter during 
his talks with Gromyko — their third round 
of discussions this year — because U.S. 
information on the tests was gathered 
together only on Friday night. Asked 
whether Washington planned to make an 
official protest to the Soviet government. 
Haig said he wanted to consider the informa- 
tion further. 

Haig said he and Gromyko discussed the 
Middle East, including the Lebanon conflict 
but he did not go into details. He also had. 
nothing to say on the question of a possible 
summit meeting between President Ronald 
Reagan and Soviet President Leonid Brezh- 
nev. 

Haig said Reagan sincerely wanted to put 
relations between the United States and the 
Soviet Union on a stable, constructive basis, 
but this could not be achieved without a 
Soviet willingness to conduct its international 
affairs responsibly and with restraint. 

Haig reiected ^viet claims that Reagan's 
proposals for reducing nuclear forces based 
in Europ>e aswell as those held by the United 
States and the Soviet Union were one-sided. 
"Now; is the time to get on with serious 
negotiations devoid of public posturing." 
Haig said. 

He said Reagan's initiatives stood in sharp 
contrast to "the various cosmetic arms con- 
trol proposals" put forw*ard by the Soviet 
Union including this week's pledge not to be 
the first to use nuclear weaj^ns. 

"The United States stands for the non-use 
of force of any form, except in legitimate 
sclf-defcnsc." he said. "... President Reagan 
has said no weapons would ever be used in 
Europe e.xcept to defend against attack."

Mexican leader campaigns 
for election ‘already won’ 


MEXICO CITY. June 20- (AP) — The 
government party*’s choice for president of 
Mexico is touring the nation of 70 million in 
the final days of a vigorous campai^foran 
election he already has won. 

Photographs of Miguel Oe la Madrid, the 
48-year-old hand-picked heir apparent to 
President Jose Lopez Pordllo. adorn fight 
poles and hang from bridge overpasses 
throughout Mexico City. 

His campaign speeches throughout the 
country in preparation forthe July 4 balloting 
are nightly televised. Lopez Ponfllo. con- 
stitutionally prevented from succeeding him- 
self after his six-year term ends on Dec. 1 . is 
discreetly disappearing from view. 

Such is an election year in Mexico, where 
the ruling Institutional Revolutionary Pany 
(PRI) has held a monopoly on national poli- 
tics since 1929. with no early prospect of 
losing its grip. 

The issue nagging De la Madrid and his 
pany is not whether they will win. but how 
good a showing they will make in the election. 

Many voters are said to be apathetic and 


taken for granted. Despite De la Madrid's 
promises that he will fight corruption and 
seek"amoie egalitarian society." many Mex- 
icans question just what changes will come 
about — 53 years after the nilmg pai^ con- 
solidated power in the years following the 
1910 Mexican Revolution. 

Economic woes are growing, caused in part 
by shortfalls in oil revenue and heavy borrow- 
ing. The nation's peso currency was devalued 
by 50 percent in February with prospects for 
further devaluations ahead. Meanwhile, 
economic growth is grinding to a stop and the 
nation foces the prosiMct of continued 
inflationary problems, with an annual rate 
now listed at 60 percent. 

Mmori^ political parties have been calling 
for change, pointing to the need for economic 
and political reforms. The largest opposition 
party, the National Action Party has fielded 
presidential candidates before. Bui this year 
four other minori^ parties— including a lef- 
tist coalition that indues Mexico’ s Commun- 
ist Party — also are paitidpating.

The outgoing government of Presi- 
dent DuUo Cesar Turbay Ayala decided 
earUer this month to lift the state of siege if 
left-wing guerrilla activity ceased. 

It decided to go ahead despite a series of 
isolated guerrilla raids in which eight soldiers 
were killed. Several guerrilla groups have 
been waging .an armed campaign and 
threatened to sabotage May’s presidential 
elections. 

But Belisario Betancur, a conservative 
who was elected on a broad platform of 
national conciliation, has promised to negoti- 
ate a generous settlement with Colombia's 
estimated 3,000 to 4,000 leftist guerrillas. He 
takes office in August. '•

Brezhnev walked stiffly but 
unassisted to the polls to cast his ballot in 
local elections here Sunday. 

The 75-year-oId Soviet leader ignored 
foreign correspondents but waved at several 
hundred citizens who gathered to watch him 
vote at midday in a school behind bis apart- 
ment building in downtown Moscow. 

Brezhnev, who in the past bantered with 
poll workers, uttered only one word.”Vcs." 
as he look two ballots, shuffled a dozen paces 
and stuffed them into the ballot box. He did 
not enter any of the three voting booths pro- 
vided for citizens who choose to mark their 
ballots. 

So^iets may vote only for or against the 
single candidate nominated for each post. 
Dropping the ballot in the box equals a vote 
"for." Only a few citizens choose lo enter a 
voting booth, mark the ballot with a "nay." 
and emerge to drop it in the box. 

A Soviet Foreign .Ministry spokesman said 
icportcrs were not allowed to speak with 
Brezhnev, who disappeared for a month last 
spring and reporiedly suffers from a variety 
of maladies. 

"It is forbidden to ask questions today." 
the spokesman said. Brezhven almost never 
allows foreign reporters close to him, and 
declined to speak to them during the last 
elections, on Feb. 24, 1980. 

Another member of the ruling Soviet 
Communist Party Politburo, former KGB 
chief Yuri V. Andropov, voted at the same 

polling Station about 30 minutes before 
Brezhnev. The 68-year-aId Andropov, who 
recenily left the KGB sccuriiy police to 
become secretary of the Soviet Communist 
Party, is considered a leading contender to 
succeed Brezhnev. 

Andropov, looking stooped and frail, wore 
a dark suit and rumpled fedora. He also 
avoided talking to bystanders, and reporters 
were not allowed to watch him vote, 

.Accompanying Brezhnev was Viktor V. 
Grishin, the 67-year-old head of the Moscow 
city party organization. Grishin, who appar- 
ently voted elsewhere, waited on the 

sidewalk as Brezhnev entered the .vrbool. 

Grishin walked with Brezhnev as he slowly- 
returned to his limousine, parked about 2()6 
feet away. 

Aides helped Brezhnev into the front seat 
of the long black car, which sped off. presum- 
ably to the Soviet president's dacha outside 
the city. 

Brezhnev was one of about iso million 
Soviet citizens expected to cast ballots Sun- 
day in elections for more than 2.4 million 
local government and court offices. All 
Soviet newspapers carried stories urging 
people to vole, and calling the day a "holiday 
of the peoples real power." about 99 percent 
of the electorate generally go lo the polls.
